Theodore Wyman, jr.. army 
engineer in charge of this district 
and of the county’s $15,000,000 
flood control project, told the board 
in a letter that he had recom¬ 
mended doubling the appropriation 
after this month’s disastrous 
floods.

Congress Should Do the Job 

It is up to congress to take the business of reorganiz¬ 
ing the federal government into its own hands and put an 
end once and for all to the President’s reorganization bill. 

In the first place, congress has the right to overhaul 
the e.ypensive and over-burdened government with its 
wasteful and unnecessary multiplicity of bureaus. It should 
do so. 

In the second place, the President’s bill is dangerous 
in that it tends to concentrate too much power into one 
man’s hands. 

We have seen what happened when that takes place 
by recent developments in the German government. 

It is said that the President would not abuse the 
power given him. And that, we hope, i.s true. But it is not 
wise or sound or safe to leave open to any president the 
temptation to exercise, even in a limited degree, authority 
upon which congress has no adequate check. 

It is said too, that the bill will increase the efficiency 
of the government. But efficiency can be too costly if it is 
attained at the sacrifice of democratic principles. 

The danger spots in the President’s bill seem to us 
to be: 

1 The proposal to let the President abolish, re¬ 
organize or change the function.s of 13.3 executive agencies. 
In this case a change ordered by the President could be 
blocked only by a two-thirds vote of congress. That is 
power over the machinery of government. 

2. The proposal to abolish the office of comptroller 
general, new independent of the President, and to trans¬ 
fer the duty of approving or disapproving expenditures 
to the budget who i.s dependent on the President, with an 
independent audit only after the money is paid out. That 
is power over the public purse. 

V/o agree that the government needs overhauling. 

But congress should do it earnestly and sincerely on 
its own behalf. It should not make the mistake of delegat¬ 
ing these powers to the executive. 

It should defeat the President’s bill and get busy on 
an efficiency program of its own.

Fundamental American Principles 

l esterday was an important one for young men in 
Santa Ana.

Explaining the purpose of the event, Richard Preston, 
who acted as editor-for-the-day of The .lournal, writes: 

"Why Hhoulil the DuMolay take over the city? They take 
It over to learn the .structure of city ffovernrnent and the every 
day doing-.s of the men who.se places they will take in later years. 

“The order of DeMoIay is for boys between the ages of l.'i 
to 21. During that time they are taught honesty, clean and moral 
living, to love and serve God, to .serve their country in time of 
trouble and need, to obey the laws of their city, state and nation 
and to strive to be better sons. 

We cannot too highly commend the inquiring, ambi¬ 
tious .spirit which leads young men toward objectives of 
this kind. 

In some other lands, the youth movement unfortu¬ 
nately has turned to violence, bloodshed and usurj-tation. 
Hitler and Mussolini got their start through the youth. 

Fo long as a reasonable percentage of the young men 
of America practice principles like those expressed by 
Richard Preston, there is little need to worry about the 
outcome of American democracy. 

This nation was founded on those principles. It can 
be preserved in its best and moat enlightened form only 
throii.gh them. 

The boys of today are the men of tomorrow. Amer¬ 
ica will be ju.st what they make it.

Mr. Hatfield and G ov. Merriam 

Although his intentions were no more secret than the 
war in China, Lieut. Gov. George Hatfield finally has an¬ 
nounced that he will run for governor. 

Hero’s .some of the inside comment from Arthur Cay- 
lor, columnist for the San Francisco News: 

A lot of people can’t understand why Mr, Hatfield didn't 
take on Senator McAdoo instcarl of Mr. Merriam and the Mer¬ 
riam machine. He had .sufficient private and bu.sine.ss reasons for 
not wanting to leave the state. Hut he hail political reasons, too, 
for his eventual choice. 

What’s genei-ally overlooked is the fact that Mr, Hatfield 
gets all the beefs against the governor and must think him the 
most unpopular rievelopment since the invention of eggplant. 

He presides in the legislature, and if the legislature truly 
reflects the feeling of the state, then Mr. Merriam is licked right 
now, becau.se the legislature is almost to a man again.st the gov¬ 
ernor who never once threw It a fish. 

Finally, the figures Indicate that more than a million voters 
have gone over to the Democrats since Mr. Merriam took office. 

Mr. Hatfield is unable to credit this all to the per.sonality of Mr. 
Roosevelt, He thinks Mr. Merriam accomplished a great deal of 
it by letting the party rot while he built up a Merriam organ¬ 
ization. 

The coming gubernatorial race will be hot, if advance 
signs are reliable. Voters will do well to' learn as much 
as they can in advance of the motives and capabilities of 
the men who want to head our state government.

many. Of this 10 million there are 
•seven million in Austria. They 
have been swallowed by Hitler. 
The remaining three million are 
in Czechoslovakia. 

Gnly the prospect of encounter¬ 
ing strong resistance is likely 
now to deter Hitler the liberator 
from closing his jaws on Czecho¬ 
slovakia ami inflicting his peculiar 
kind of liberation upon that little 
country. 

• • • 

France has an alliance with 
Czecho.slovakia ami already i.s re¬ 
ported to have given warning that 
she will not tolerate invasion of her 
ally. Premier Hlum made it plain 
on the rarlio last night that F’rance 
would fulfill her "duties.'’ 

Thus far Hiller has proceeded 
upon the a.s.sumption that F'rance 
would do nothing. He tasted out , 
the po.ssihilities of resistance when 
he marched his troops into the] 
Rhinelami. He did that on -March 7,' ■ 
19:i6, while F’rance was consiilering i
